Tho department, 
in this policy, has departed from the 
Tule of past years, and from the policy 
atchewan, where the results have 
amination centres. These mass pub- 
lications of partial Grade 8 results in 
the Calgary and Edmonton daily 
papers, too, discriminate against’ the 
weekly papers and the districts out- 
side these larger cities. They are put 
to unnecessary trouble to segregate 
these partial results, and then do not 
get all in their districts. 

“The Advocate believes the depart- 
ment could well follow the old rule, 
even if it cost a little more, and send 
the results to the presiding examiners 
at each centre where candidates 
wrote, leaving them to publish the re- 
sults in the papers of their district. 
The juhiors are very anxious to know 
how ftheir schoolmates came out, as 
well as their own fortune, and the 
scrappy way in which results are 
trickling through this year certainly 
puts the schools and the scholars out 
of touch with the general public who 
only reecive partial results, and these 
only from their own immediate friends 
and acquaintances. 

“It is very essential that the public, 
even those who have no children of 
their own, should be kept vitally inter- 
ested in the work of the schools, and 
the Alberta method of publishing ex- 
amination results of 1928 gives no 
help in that direction, rather the con- 
trary.”

SEE PROSPERITY 
FOR FOX FARMS 


During the last two years there has 


‘} been an Increase of over 50 per cent. | 


in the price of silver fox furs in spite | 
of the fact that over sixty thousand 
pelts, from foxes raised in ba abd a 
have been placed upon the market 
this season; and there is every reas- 
on to believe that: silver fox furs are 
a staple commodity for which there 
will be a steady and increasing de- 
mand. The idea appears to have ex- 
istad in the minds. of the public and 
of some fox breeders as well, that 
silver fox furs have been prized and, 
therefore, commanded high prices, 
because of their rarity, and that silver 
fox ranching was a mere bubble that 
would burst when-these pelts were 
produced in large’ quantities. 

Numerous fox breeders held the idea 
that the chief hope of making money 
was by the sale jof live foxes and 
that it behooved them to reap the har- 
vest as quickly. @s possible. This 
mistaken view has done great mis- 
chief to silver fox ranching, as breed- 
ers are now beginning to realize. 

An. analysis of the situaticn as a 
whole indicates that silver fox 
ranching is a well established indus- 
try, producing a commodity for 
which there will be a steady and 
increasing demand, and, while unfor- 
tunately there are some who are ex- 
ploiting the industry and straining 
its possibilities, the more intelligent 
fox breeders are making determined 
efforts to build up silver fox ranch- 
ing along the well recognized lines 
that have led to success in other in- 
The National Fox Breed- 
Association. of Canada, in  co- 
operation with the department of 
agriculture; has already established 
a rigid and efficient system of regis- 
traticn of. pedigreed silver foxes in 
order to improve the standard of the 
animals, and also a system of mar- 
keting of pelts to prevent undue 
sacrifices that_ previously were a 
cause of great loss of revenue to the 
industry. 

Silver fox ranching aveuotite great 
financial -possibilities. The cost of 
feed and labour, and the capital ex- 
penditure for ranching equipment 
are much less than in: other livestock 
industries. The average cost of the. 
unprepared feed at the experimental 
fox ranch .of the department of agri- 
culture at Summersides P.E.I., for adn 
adult fox per year has been about 
$15, and_ for the feed required to 
raise a pup from. birth to maturity 
about $10. A well equipped pen for 
one pair of foxes need not cost over 
$100. One hundred silver foxes can 
readily be ranched on ten acres of 
land and do not require the attention 
of more than two men. So that even 
if the price of silver fox furs dropped 
to near the level of wild-caught red 
fox pelts, which is extremely improb- 
able, there would still be a good mar- 
gin of profit from silver fox ranching 
carried cn along sound economic lines.

Dear Erlends: 

‘Wo must now tell you. about our 
jouraegy northward, We packed ey- 
erything In the forenoon of May 24 
and got out as far as George Fer- 
guson’s in Glendale, whore we stayed 
for the night. Then Grover Ferguson, 
wite and daughter, and Earl Ferguson, 
wife and gon, came to spend the last 
evoning with us, After spending a 
pleasant evening and a good adght’s 
rest, Woe started on our journey on the 
morning of May 26, traveled through 
Burbank, Santa Barbara, and got as 
far as Gaviote, Calif., where we camp- 
ed for the night.’ We must mot forget 
to mention that we saw the effects of 
the rush of water which was released 
by the breaking of the dam at or 
near Sangus, in fact they had just 
repaired the road so that it was pass- 
uble.

We drove 
through Santa Cruz, Felton, and Glen- 
wood. Here we saw some Dig trees 
close to Mount Hermon. We came 
through the Holy City. There is a 
religious sect here who are trying to 
make a heaven out of earth and live 
a perfect life. I cannot tell as to 
what success they are having, they 
seem to be very pleasant people, but 
after all is said and done, they are 
after the long green the same as the 
rest of us. This is a very pretty 
counltry and the climate is almost per- 
fect, so that as far as dress is con- 
cerned, a person might very well get 
along with fig leaves; in fact, we saw 
some ladies that had little more on. 
I believy that Canada will have a 
hardier race, for even up there with 
the chilly blast, the ladies seem to 
dress about as scant as they do in

Dr. G. B. Sanford, in charge of the 
Dominion Research Laboratory, con- 
ducted in co-operation with the Uni- 
versity of Alberta, in discussing plant 
diseases, root rots and smut, said that 
the staff of the Reearch Laboratory 
ig at the present making a plant sur- 
vey of Alberta, and are experimenting 
in the control of plant diseases in co- 
operation with the Experimental Sta- 


measures of root rot, but suggest both 
formaldehyde and copper carbonate 
dust treatment for control of smuts. 
G. E. DeLong, assistant superintend- 
ent, pointed out the association of 
field crops with livestock and the im- 
portance of suitable rotations in main- 
taining yields and soil hygiene with 
respect to weed and plant disease 
control. . 

Speaking on weed legislation, W. J. 
Stephens, Field Crop Commissioner, 
outlined the efforts made by the pro- 
vincial government in combatting 
weeds. It was a surprise to many to 
learm that 40 men are working the 
province in a campaign to spread im 
formation relative to the control and 
eradication of noxious weeds. 

The care and management of dairy 
and beef cattle as well as judging 
classes was conducted by Professor 
Sinclair of the University of Alberta, 
and H: E. Wilson, Assistant Superin- 
tendent. The judging classes brought 


out some very live discussion on the 


finer points of beef type by different 
breeders of Central Alberta. 

In the swine judging class Professor 
Sinclair pointed out the most-suitable 
types of Yorkshires, Tamworth and 
Berkshires in the breeding stock of 
the station; and H. EB. Wilson outlined 
the R.O.P.- work being started this 
year. The necessity of suitable min- 
eralg and pasture for hog feeding are 
very well demonstrated by different 
feeding experiments under way. 
Gavin Barbour of the Dominion Live- 
stock branch, gave an excellent de- 
monstration’ of hog breeding and as 
an illustration of the excellent work 
of the Swine clubs pointed out that 
the swine breeders of Central Alberta 
were eliminated from the money 
classes by the boys and girls of the 
different swine clubs. 

Much interest was evidenced in 
wheat grading on protein content as 
discussed by Dr: R. Newtom, Profes- 
sor of Field Crops, University of Al- 
berta. In Dr. Newton’s opinion there 
is quite a future for this method of 
grading, and although the present 
system has many good points he con- 
sidered the most satisfactory method 
would be by protein content. . 

Wheat Experiments 

G. E. DeLong in reviewing wheat 
experiments conducted at the farm, 
said that Marquis and varieties of 
similar maturity were too late in ma- 
turing for the Park belt of the Prov- 
ince. Marquis wheat being the stand- 
ard milling wheat of the world and in 
many respects our best all round 
wheat, should be grown wherever it 
will mature with no danger of being 
injured by early fall frosts. For dis- 
tricts such, as Lacombe and Edmon- 
ton, Garnet and Reward are recom- 
mended. re . 

W. J. Groom, poultrymam at the 
station, gave a demonstration on cull- 
ing the farm flock and also outlined 
the method of feeding and manage- 
ment followed in the poultry plant. 
D. C. Foster, R.O.P. inspector of the 
Experimental Farm System, reviewed 
the experimental work conducted at 
the different branches of Experiment- 
al Farms, and J. H. Hare, Provincial 
Poultry Commissioner, outlined the 
method of producing approved farm 
flocks as conducted by the Provincial 
Department of Agriculture. Those 
who heard the poultry program went 
away -very enthusiastic poultry keep- 
ers, 

The excellent work of William Berg- 
gren, gardener, is a demonstration of 
the wonderful possibilities there are 
in the production of flowers, vege- 
tables, and bush fruits in Central Al- 
berta,

RAILROAD GIANT 100 FEET 
LONG WEIGHS 212 TONS 


Montreal, August 27. —The largest 
passenger locomotive in the British 
Empire emerged from the Angus 
shops Saturday under her own steam, 
and close to 8,000 employees, most of 
whom have comtributed something to 
her creation, stopped to cheer. As 
her throttle gently opened for the first 
time, she moved slowly forward. She 
is a triumph of Canadian design and 
efigineering craftmanship, a ‘graceful 
mechanism, nearly 100 feet long, with 
a tractive effort of 60,800 pounds, 
equal to 3,685 horsepower. 

The new K.N.-1 A class locomotive 
was built from designs originated in 
the motive power department of the 
Canadian Pacific railway in the com- 
pany’s own shops. by its own employ- 
ees. Two of. these engines have 
been constructed and they will first 
be operated ion the Montreal-Toronto 
run, 

Although its weight, 424,000 pounds; 
is greater than that of any other pas- 
senger engine in Canada, the ex- 
tensive use of Canadian nickel steel 
parts has reduced it to a ininimum, 
and the high ratio of tractive power 


to weight is a notable feature of the, 


new engine.

Although the automobile is some- 
times said to be a rival to the rail- 
road, it gives the latter a great 
deal of traffic. The number of 
freight cars used by the Canadian 
Pacific Railway for the transport 
of.automobiles has doubled during 
the past five years, and the latest 
order of 800 new cars for the com- 
pany has just been completely 
filled. 


Trans-Atlantic records have been 
made by two new vessels, the 
“Duchess of Bedford” and_ the- 
“Duchess of Atholl,” the first two 
of the new cabin class quartette to 
be built by the Canadian Pacific 
Steamships. The former has just 
accomplished’ an eastbound voyage 
from Liverpool to Montreal in six 
days, fourteen and a half hours, 
while her sister ship, enroute at 
the same time, made a westbound 
crossing from Montreal to Liver- 
pool in six days, 13 hours. 


The second school car operated 
jointly -by the Canadian Pacific 
Railway and the Ontario Depart-* 
ment of Education has been issued 
from the Angus Shops, Montreal, 
ifor- service, in.the district west of 
‘Fort. William. The car isa re- 
modelled first class coach equipped 
like an up-to-date “little red school- 
house” with bright classroom, with 
blackboard, globe, school books, 
regulation desks, and so forth; a 
library for the use of students and 
adult visitors'as well; and comfort- 
able living quarters for the teacher.

FAVORABLE SWINE OUTLOOK 


A favorable outlook for the swine 
industry during .the next two years is 
indicated by the midsummer report is- 
sued by the United States Bureau of 
Agricultural Economics. It is expect- 
ed that the supply of hogs will be 
considerably less for the next twelve 
months than for the year previous, 
and indications are that both domestic 
and foreign demand for pork products 
will show improvement. i 

“The present hog price situation 
and the anticipated supplies of hogs 
and hog products for the next four 
months,” says the’ report, “indicate 


‘that the peak of prices in the. seasonal}. 
rise, which usually takes place in the 


summer and fall, will probably be 
reached by the middle of August, and 
that prices will continue at about that 
level until the usual winter decline 
begins. In view of the smaller market 
supplies, and a probable improvement 
in demand for hog products, hog 
prices are expected to be on a higher 
level next winter and spring than dur- 
ing the same period a year ago.” It 
is not anticipated, however,. that 
Prices will reach the level attained in 
the winter of 1926-27. 

An important decrease in hog pro- 
duction in important European coun- 
tries will, it is believed, bring about 
some improvement in the foreign de- 
mand for pork products. It is con- 


sidered probable, however, that hog 
production in Europe will continue on 
a higher level during the next ten 
years than during the ten year period 
now ending.
